Tea-Drinking Habit Old: ‘ 


in China Many Years Ago 
Tea was. drunk in China a thou- 
sand years before its first importa- 
tion Into England in 1667, says Lon- - 
don Tit-Bits Magazine. Our yery 
word “tea” is simply the’ Chinese 
“tscha” or “ch’a,” and the earliest: 
known description and ‘fllustraticn 
of a teapot is in a work by one, Lu 
. Yu, tn the Eighth centiry. ‘There 
may be seen the true teapot, com-. 
plete. with Ald, spout, and hendle, 
though its shape more rese-nbles 
the modern coffée-pot, being. tall, 
slender, and with a long spout. 
The original method of making 
tea would not commend {itself to 
the housewife, for thé Chinese 
filled the teapot with cold water, 
added the tea leaves, and then 
boiled the: infusion slowly, thus 
making the teapot do duty as a 
kettle as well, Tha Chinese, how: 
ever, added a little sugar even in 
early days, but never milk, and 
they neyer substituted lemon julce 
for sugir as the Russians do, The 
cultivation of tea In Indla and Cey- 
lon Is quite recent, but it has now 
almost stiperseded the China va- 
riaty, which for two cénturies was 
drunk In this country alniost ex 
clusively, and reniafned an expen- 
sive luxury well into the Jast cen- 
tury.
